Wathln^ton, June 17.~The treaty for 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
reached the senate chamÌMsr at 6 o’clock 
yesterday. The senate at once went into 
executive session and as eoon as the 
doors were closed the messaK«^ of Presi­ 
dent 
McKinley« 
accompanying 
the 
treaty, and the treaty Itself were read 
to the senate. They were attentively 
listened to. In one part of the chamber 
there was a group of senators who will 
bitterly o^ppose the ratification of the 
treaty. Among them were Gray, Mllli, 
Paico, White, Cafftery, Pettigrew and 
McEnery. As soon as the reading of 
the documents was completed Davis, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, moved that the message and 
the treaty be made public. Gray ob­ 
jected to a vote on the motion, and un­ 
der the rules a single objection carried 
the motion over,until today. 


Opponent« Promptly Declare War. 
D&vis gave notice that at the next ex­ 
ecutive session he would press the mo­ 
tion for publication, as all the' essential 
facts and almost verbatim copy of the 
treaty had been published In the press 
of the country. There was some dis­ 
cussion as to when the treaty might be 
considered and White asked If it was 
the intention to push it at this session 
and upon the. reply being made that It 
WAS possible the California senator said: 
"I desire to announce that I am pre­ 
pared to stay here all summer to prevent 
the rat{flcation, which I consider a very 
bad proposition.” 


“I'll Join you,” said Pettigrew. 


MtHumge of tli« l*re»l<lent. 


The message of the president was not 
a very long document. It dealt with 
historical fact concerning the islands 
and showed that the United States and 
Hawaii yearly grow more closely bound 
to each other. This, was not really an­ 
nexation. he said, but a continuation of 
existing relations with clorer bonds be­ 
tween people tlosely related by blood 
and kindred ties. Since 1S20. said «the 
president, the predominance of the United 
States had been known. The sending 
of the first envoy there brought the 
Islands into closer relations with the 
United States, and those relations had 
grown more Arm by succeeding eventa 
Annvxatlon an E*tal»lliiii««l Pollcty. 


At the time the trl-partlte agreement 
was made for the government of Samoa 
Great Britain and Germany wanted to 
include Hawaii in the'^group over which 
a protectorate was established, but the 
suggestion was rejected by the United 
States because this government held 
that there already existed relations be­ 
tween Haw'all and the United States 
which placed the islands under the es- 
pscial care of this country, and this 
government could not allow any other 
country to Interfere In the affairs of 
Hawaii. The annexation of the Islands, 
said the president, and making them a 
part of the United States was In accord­ 
ance with the established policy of this 
country.

With reference to the “nothing what­ 
ever to say” business the Japanese ask 
whether If It was Uncle Sam’s ox^that 
If Japan was annexing an llsand on 
Which there were 80,000 Americans In 
such a population as that of the Ha­ 
waiian Islands—would the United States 
have “nothing whatever to say?” For 
there are 30,000 Japanese on . the Islands. 
Japan, ever since the 
triumph over 
China, has been spolung for a fight with 
some civilised nation, and thlf may af­ 
ford the coveted opportunity. It Is re­ 
membered by state department officials 
that pending the conclusion of peace ne­ 
gotiations^ between Japan and China, and 
Immediately after that episode, the rep­ 
resentatives of the Japanese government 


tread on air” and were arrogant to an 
extreme. 


They felt that they could thraSh the 
civilised world, and It was apparent 
from their bearing and conversation 
that they would not be averse to trying 
It on soime good, strong government. 
They feel thesame way no%v, and are as 
Irritable and full o^flght as a nest of 
black hornets. It would not be strange, 
In the opinion of diplomats, if a Japan­ 
ese war flurry should grow out of this 
affair, although nothing more serious 
may come of it than vaporing. The pro­ 
test of Jajjian against the treaty was 
discueied ^ o n g senators and the im­ 
pression was that the result would be to 
make votes for the treaty and make its 
ratlflcatlon possible at this session of 
congress. 


Among the opponents of the treaty 
are some who contend tha\ in adding 
this remote territory to our possei^ion« 
the United Spates will be surrendering 
the vital points of the Monroe doctrine, 
9tnd that the move will be a startling and 
dangerous departure from our estab­ 
lished theories in opposition to coloniza­ 
tion enterprises. It is also worthy of 
note especially In view of the allegation 
In the president's message that annexa­ 
tion is "our established policy” that Sen­ 
ator Sherman, who signed the treaty, as 
secretary of state doesn't believe any 
such thing unless he has changed his 
mind since he w'rote his book. In that 
biography he took ground exactly to the 
contrary. 


He said: “I hope that our peopIj| will 
be content with internal growth,* and 
avoid the complications of fpreign ac- 
qulsltiona Our family of states Is al­ 
ready large enough to cre&te embarrass­ 
ment In the senate, and a republic should 
not hold dependent provinces or posses- 
slona The Union already embraces dis­ 
cordant elements enough without add­ 
ing others. If my life Is prolonged. I 
w’ill do all I can to add to the strength 
and prosperity of the United States, but 
nothing to extend its limits or to add 
new dangers by acquisition of foreign 
territory.”

R A PID PROGRESS ON TH E TA R IPP. 


Doto MakM • Q ttlt-Clalia D«od o f tho Root 
Estoto to Vnoi* Sam. 


The treaty proved to b« a simple docu 
ment of six articles, based In its essential 
details upon the treaty negotiated by 
Hon. John W. Foster during the ad­ 
ministration of President Harrison. The 
Islands are cedéd practically without 
couditions, leaving the United States 
to pursue Its own courae with reference 
to their management. The first article 
reads as follows: “The government of 
the Hawaiian islands hereby cedes, from 
the date of the exchange of the ratifica­ 
tions of this treaty, absolutely and with­ 
out reserve to the United States for­ 
ever, all rights of sovereignty of what- 
|pev9r kind In and over the Hawaiian 
Islands and their dependencies, renounc­ 
ing in favor of the United States every 
sovereign right of #hTen, as an 
pendent nation, it is hùw possessed: and 
henceforth said Hawaiian islands shall 
become and be an integral part of the 
territory of the United States.” 


The Hawaiian government cedes to 
the United States the absolute owner- 
shit of all the public lands, public build­ 
ings, ports, harbors, fortifications, mlU- 
tr.ry and naval equipments and all oth­ 
er government property. It is specifical­ 
ly provided, however, that the existing 
land laws of the United States shall not 
apply to the public lands of Hawaii, 
but that special laws shall be made 
fiom time to time for their disposition, 
the proceeds of any sales of these^lands 
to be aftplled to educational purposes 
in the Islands. The islands are* tor the 
present to constitute a territory of the 
United States, their local laws remaining 
in force untfl new ones are enacted. A 
local legislature Is provided for, but the 
veto power is vested entirely in the pres­ 
ident of the United States. 


A commission of five persons, con- 
sifting of three Americaniand two“Ha-i 
waiians,” to be nominated by the pres­ 
ident and confirmed by the senate. !■ 
provided for the purpose of formulat*

■ tiolled by socialists. Thousands of men 
•re being enlisted In this new colonial 
army. 
“Every mall has brought roe 
letters from all parts of the country,” 
•aid Debs, “telling me who are ready 
to go. It Is impossible to tell the ex> 
•c t or approximate number, as writers 
do not say how many there are In each 
party. But I have estimated that with­ 
in three months 100,000 men could be 
eiillHted.” 


Oatatla RefarrcMt to Committee. 


The arrangement of details of the plan 
w as referred to the legislative commit­ 
tee of the American Railway Union at 
the meeting yesterday morning. 
The 
•committee, which is composed of three 
members, held its meeting last night. 
It hoped to be able able to report this 
morning. 
Debs was the ruling spirit. 
"With 
the committee 
met Professor 
Frank Parsons and A. 8. Edwards, rep­ 
resenting the socialistic principles of the 
Brotherhood of Co-operatl<^e Common­ 
wealth. 
Little business of importance 
was transacted at the session of the 
American Railway Union. All matters 
were referred to the various commit­ 
tees—legislation, 
resolutions, 
financ*i, 
general work, and insurance. 
An ad­ 
journment was then taken until thla 
tnorning, to give 
the 
committees a 
chance to work. 


No D)«ii|f«r of Moh VIolf'n««*. 


Pear has been expressed already that 
the mobilization of large bodies of men 
might result in many deeds of violence. 
Many have said the country would be 
thrown Into a civil war. This Is denied 
by Debs. 
"Our plan does not cot\- 
template the moving of any large bodies 
of men," he said. “That would be un­ 
wise. Our system, so far as we have 
worked it out, will be to utilize the 
various local unions of the American 
Railway Union as recruiting agencies. 


A 
competent man will be in charge of 
each, w'ell-versed In the principles of 
socialism and the needs of the colony. 
He will submit each applicant to an 
examli\ation much as he would for en- 
llRtment In the army. 
Each colonist 
must be sound mentally and physically, 
and he must understand 
thoroughly 
what he Is going out there for.” 


There Are Thone Who OI«ie«t. 


Many prominent socialists In all parts 
of the country are bitterly opposed to 
the Debs co-operative colony plan, and 


a 
strong effort is being put forth to in­ 
jure and belittle the promoters as well 
the project. ‘ Pamphlets are being 
distributed In Chicago and other cities 
attacking Debs and heaping ridicule on 
his plan for the formation of “a duode­ 
cimo edition of the New Jerusalem.” An 
inoffenslve-appearlng young man sta­ 
tioned himself at the door of Uhllch's 
hali as the delegates were flllng Into 
the secret session, and presented each 
with one of these pamphlets. As soon

was 
learned the young man was warned 
away, 
after 
being 
relieved 
of his 
pamphlets.
